ö HAT between the aboveſaid by the one 
and the other party, it is agreed, and 
likewiſe the ſaid Ambaſſador has 
thought fit to give his word, in the name of the 
King, that all thoſe Engliſhmen who by any 
means are held in cuftody, either upon account 
of ſecurities, or pledge, or by any other means 
whatſoever, occafioned by the controverſies a- 
riſen between the one and the other people, in 
any of the dominions of Portugal, who by 
Prince Rupert have been carried from hence, 
or put into its port of Liſbon, ſhall be deliver- 
ed and ſet at liberty, and their ſecurities diſ- 
charged, or made of none effect.

AR TICLE II. 


Ir was agreed with the faid Ambaſſador, 
who gave his word in the name of the King, 
to deliver immediately the ſhips, monies, and 
goods belonging to the Englith, which are re- 
tained in any of the places in the dominions of 
the King of Portugal, that they thall be deli- 
vered without any farther delay, in the fame 
ſpecie, in caſe they remain in the fame goodneſs 
and value, as they were in when they were 
taken and retained; and if they arc become 
worſe, or of leſs value or goodneſs in ſpecie, 
or if, by reaſon of the detention, they are any 
ways decayed, and become of lefs worth, or if 
they are loft, in theſe caſes they ſhall be paid 
for, and ſatisfaction ſhall be given for them, 
according to the juſt price or value they bore 
at the time they were taken. And as touching 
the reparation of the damages, it ſhall be or- 
dered in the manner as the Counſel have de- 
clared their ſentiments, by letter bear ing date 
the 15th of November 1651. And the ſaid 
Ambaſſador obliged himſelf to give ſatisfaction 
for the whole. 1 


ARTICLE III. 


Ir was agreed upon by the one and the other 
„That all thoſe who were the authors or 
elpers to kill the Engliſhmen mentioned in 
the petition, which the Counſel exhibited to 
the faid Ambaſſador, who have been found or 
taken in any places in the dominions of the 
King of Portugal, or who may be found - 
the

the future, ſlall be punithed by the faid King, 
according to the merits of their crimes, or they 
ſhall be penally delivered with their accuſations 
to the parliament to be by them chaſtized, and 
the ſame being ſubjects tothe ſaid King of Por- 
tugal, thall be punithed for their malefactions, as 
alſo thoſe who were their accomplices or abet- 
tors, and the reſt of the above-mentioned of 
any degree or condition whatſoever, and alſo 
ſuch as after this treaty ſhall be named by the 
3 of the Republic of England; and if 
= abſcond, or run away to the ports of the 
King, they thall be puniſhed. And the 
ald Ambeikader gave his word in the name of 

his King, to obſerve this Article. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Ir was agreed upon between the aboveſaid 
on both parts, That the King of Portugal, in 
the name of, i. e. in lieu of thoſe expences 
made by this Republic, the which the Counſel 
cond to the Rid Ambaſſador, they might, 
in right of this nation, liquidate from the 
s of the Portugueſe that were occupied or 
when by repriſal, which amounted to 14246 l. 
118. thall pay to the Parliament $0000 l. 
in good and lawful money of England, in the 
manner herein after declared, that is to ſay, 
20,000 l. or as much Portugueſe money as is 
equal to it in value, which thall be paid to that 
perſon whom the Parliament or Council of 
State may appoint to receive it in Liſbon on 
the firſt of March next enſuing, after this 
treaty, or within the ſpace of one month, as it 
thall appear by a writing under the faid Am-

baſſador's hand, wherein it ſhall be expreſs'd, 
that the ſaid ſum ſhall be paid in Liſbon, and 
afterwards ſhall be paid 15000 l. of the ſame 
good and lawful money of England, on the 
laſt day of the month of July, 1653, O. S. 
and in the like manner the laft 1 3000 l. (which 
makes the ſum of 50,0001.) on the firft day 
of the month of November, 16 63. O. S. 
and that the two laſt payments ſhall be made 
here in the city of London. 
Ix the ſame Article it was agreed upon, that 
as to the ſum which by agreement is to be paid 
in Liſbon money, if any thing ſhould be want- 
ing of the intire ſum, the whole ſhall be made 
good, and paid by the ſaid King of Portugal; 
becauſe it is to be underſtood, that all that en- 
tire ſum and quantity ought to be returned 
to the Parliament in good and lawful money of 
England; and the ſaid Ambaflador, in the name 
of bis king, obliged himſelf to pay the $0,000 l. 
in the payments and monies above declared and 
repreſented. 


 ARTiIcLE V. 


IT was agreed upon between the one and 
the other parties aboveſaid, That all the ſhips 
and goods of the Engliſh, which have been 
brought to Portugal by Rupert and Maurice, 
or by any of their ſhips, and there made uſe 
of, or are any-where there detained, left, or 
by their order carried from thence, ſhall im- 
mediately be reftored to their owners ; or in- 
ſtead thereof full ſatisfaction and reparation 
thall be made. The which above-mentioned 
things the faid Ambaſſador has given his ward,

ARTICLE VI. 


BETWEEN the aboveſaid of the one and the 
other parties, it was agreed upon, That as well 
the ſhip called the Converſion, as all other ſhips 
belonging to this Republic of England, and all 
whatſoever veſſels of this Republic, that by Ru- 
pert, or by any of the ſhips of his fleet, have 
been carried to Portugal, and are in poſſeſſion of 
the King of Portugal, or any of his ſubjects, or 
before this have been taken and applied to uſe, 
or which by any authority have been taken as 
prize, ſhall be reftored again, with all their ap- 
parel, preparations, guns, and inſtructions, and 
juſt recompence ſhall be made for the retention 
of them; to which the ſaid Ambaſſador gave 
his word, in the name of his King, to perform 
the contents of this Article : in faith and tefti- 
mony whereof, the ſaid Ambaſſador has figned 
theſe fix preliminary Articles with his own 
hand, and ſealed them with his ſeal.

N the firft place that there ſhall be a good 

true and firm peace, between the Republic 
of England, and the moſt Serene King of Por- 
tugal, and between the regions, countries, do- 
minions, and principalities, under the. empire 
of the one and the other, and the people, ſub- 
jects, and Inhabitants of both, of any condition, 
rank, or dignity whatſoever, as well by land as 
by fea, in rivers and freth waters; in ſuch 
manner that the people and ſubjects thall fa- 
vour and fuccour one the other, with recipro- 
cal good will, and honeft affection; and that 
neither of the faid parties, nor their people, 
fubjects, or inhabitants, thall commit, or 
attempt any thing againſt the other, in any 
place, either by land or fea, or in the harbours 
or rivers of either; nor ſhall they conſent to, or 
aſſiſt in any war, council, or treaty, to the pre- 
judice of the other party; nor ſhall either of 
the ſaid parties houſe or harbour the rebels or 
fugitives of the other in any of their countries,

ARTICLE II. 


'Taar between the Republic of England anl 
the King of Portugal and their people, ſub- 
jects, and inhabitants as well by land, as by ſea, 
in rivers and freſh- waters, in all and every one of 
the regions, countries, dominions, territories, 
provinces, iflands, colonies, cities, towns, villa- 
ges, ports and frontiers; there ſhall be free com- 
merce in thoſe places, in which there is at pre- 
ſent, or has been commerce in time paſt ; in 
ſuch manner that without permit or other li- 
cenſe, general or fpecial, as well by land, as by 
_ fea, in riversand freſh-waters, the people, ſub- 
jets and inhabitants, of either of the parties 
may go, enter and navigate in the ſaid domint- 
ons and kingdoms, and in all their cities, towns, 
harbours, coaſts, bays, ang places with carriages, 
horſes, packs, and ſhips, as well loaden as to be 
loaden, carry merchandizes, buy, ſell, andat the 
current prices, to procure proviſions, and what 
neceffaries they may want for their ſtay and voy- 
age to repair their thips and carriages, whether 
their own a ſuch as are hir d or borrow'd, and 
with the ſame liberty to depart from thence 
with their goods, merchandizes, and all other 
things whatſoever either to their own or foreign 
countries, as they ſhall think fit; and that with- 
out any hindrance or impediment, faving how- 
ever, all the laws and ſtatutes of each

 ArxrTicLe III. 


THrar the people and inhabitants of this 
Republic ſhall be at liberty to buy up all ſorts 
of wares, goods and merchandizes, and theſame 
to uſe and enjoy in the kingdoms, provinces, ter- 
Titories, and iflands of the King of Portugal, at 
the firſt hand, either in ſmall parcels or by 
wholefale, in whatſoever number and fize, when 
and whereſoever they pleaſe ; neither ſhall they 
be compelled to buy them of the Farmer of the 
Cuſtoms or monopoliſts, nor ſhall they be obli- 
ged to buy at any fixed price. They may alſo 
at diſcretion ſell, traffic, and freely carry away, 
any ſorts of goods, wares and merchandize, what- 
foever, from the ſaid kingdoms and domimions 
paying only the duties, and cuſtoms in the con- 
fulado due on the goods they carry out, as they 
were paid the 1oth of March 1653-4, O. S. 
And, as to their buying and ſelling by the 
intervention of brokers, the ſaid people of this 
Republic, ſhall enjoy and ufe the fame liber- 
ties, priviledges and exemptions as the Portu- 
gueſe themſelves ; nor thall they be treated 
with more rigour, than the ſame inhabitants, 
and natives; and that which is called the an- 
cient charter, and all the priviledges, and im- 
munities, that heretofore have been granted to 
the Engliſh at any time, by all, or any of the 
Kings of Portugal, ſhall be c ned by e- 
dias, to the end, that the people, and natives 
| of the faid Republic may enjoy them, toge- 
ther with all other priviledges, and inununi- 
ties, which are already granted, or ſhall be 
granted from the time to come to any 2

be compelled to unload their ſhips, or to put

to the end that the cuſtoms and tributes due on 
them may be paid; and that no heavier duty 
or impoſt, nor greater fum of money, or ex- 
pence, ſhall be demanded by, or paid to, the 
King's officers, than if the goods were put on 
ſhore ; nor ſhall there be any delay in dif- 
patching and diſmiſſing the ſaid ſhips. And 
after they are arrived at any of the dominions 
whatſoever, of the ſaid King, and have paid 
the cuſtoms and duties above-mentioned, they 
ſhall freely proceed to any other harbour or 
place whatſoever and the goods put on board 
the Engliſh ſhips, either by the ſubjects of the 
faid King, or by others, to be tranſported to 
any part whatſoever of the dominions of Por- 
tugal, ſhall by no means pay greater cuſtoms, 
or any other different duties, than if they were 
put on board Portugueſe ſhips. And likewiſe, 
that the people and natives of the Republic of 
England ſhall have the liberty of navigating 
to the colonies, iflands, regions, ports, dif- 
tris, towns, villages, and dominions, belong- 
ing to the King of Portugal, in the Eaſt- 
Indies, Guinea, Bengal, the ifland of St. Tho- 
mas, or to any other part whatſoever, on 
the coafts and ſhores of Africa, and there to 
ſtay or reſide, negociate, trade, and traffic 
by land or by ſea, on the rivers and freſh 
waters, in any goods and merchandize what- 
foever; and to tranſport all kinds of mer- 
chandize to any place or region, with the 
ſame freedom as formerly; and alſo with 
the ſame that was ever granted by any treaty 
heretofore, or ſhall hereafter be granted to 
the natives of any other nation, in _—_— 

an 
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and friendſhip with Portugal; and as to the 
cuſtoms and duties to be paid in thoſe regi- 
ons, they ſhall not pay more or heavier than 
thoſe which are paid by any perſon or perſons 
trading in any of the ſaid places or regions. 
And likewiſe the King of Portugal, and his ſub- 
jets, as well the Brazil Company as all others, 
as often as they have need of foreign ſhips for 


carrying on their trade and navigation to the 
Brazils, or for the regions and iflands above- 


- mentioned, or elſe-where, ſhall hire the ſhips 


of this Republic, and its people, at the uſual 
and ordinary rates, as many as they pleaſe, 
and no other ſhips of any Prince or Republic; 
provided the number of Engliſh ſhips to be hir- 
ed be ſufficient to ſupply their wants: excepting 
that the Brazil Company (as is contained in the 
Charter of Liberties granted to them by the 
: Letters Patent) may hire of what nation 
ſoever they pleaſe, two ſhips of war, and four 
others, to be ſent with fith to the Brazils; and 
that as well the ſaid Brazil Company, as all 
other the ſubjects of the ſaid King, who fol- 
low the buſineſs of merchandizing, may freely 
hire as many Engliſh ſhips as they pleaſe, 
and fail therein to the Brazils, and the other 
of the faid King, in the Weſt In- 
dies, without any licence, general or ſpecial, 
firſt to be obtained for that end; and the ſti- 
pend agreed upon to be charged with the in- 
tereſt, thall run on, and an account thereof ſhall 
bebe kept till the whole is paid, tho” it ſhould ex- 
eeed the ſtipend on the time contracted for.

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ARTICLE XII. 


Tuar whereas the moſt Serene King of 
Portugal, by his Reſcript fealed with his feal, 
and dated at Liſbon the twenty-firſt day of

the people of this Republic, of what rank or 


condition ſoever, except in a criminal cauſe, 
being detected in any flagrant fact; unleſs he 
be firſt impowered in writing by the judge 
Conſervator; and that the aforeſaid e, in 
all other reſpects, as to their perſons, domeſ- 
ticks, and dwellings, books of accounts, inte- 
reſts, merchandize, and all other goods be- 
longing to them, thall enjoy equal and the 
ſame immunity within the dominions of the 
moſt Serene King of Portugal, from impriſon- 


ment, arreſts, and other moleſtations whatſo- 


ever, as already is, or ſhall hereafter be 
zranted to any other Prince or people whatſo- 


ever, in alliance with the King of Portugal ; 
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nor thall mne be hindered by any permit or 
protection to be granted by the taid King 
to his ſubjects, or others frequenting his 
dominions, from recovering their debts ; but 
they ſhall have a right to ſue any man to juſtice 
for the recovery of any juſt debt, altho” he be 
theltered under the patronage, or protection

any other place, or by any other perſon, but 
by their Judge Conſervator, or by his man- 


date, under the penalty of twenty cruſadoes 


forfeiture to their uſe; except the officers of 


juſtice, ſhould be going in purſuit of a male- 


factor, detected in ſome flagrant fact; and that 
alſo, they were excuſed, or exempted from 


paying any manner of rates, taxes, and loans, 


or performing any perſonal ſervices, or hold- 


ing any offices of charge, whatſoever.

And, in like manner, they 
informed me how they had been vexed, and

And, likewiſe, when they went out of this 
city about their buſineſs, the juſtices of the 
country villages uſed to vex and difturb them; 
and they would not keep, or have any regard

and they took away their arms, which they 


carried, and were authoriſed to- carry. 


They begged of me, and of my ſaid au- 
ditor, their Judge Conſervator, to declare by 
his diſpatch, that they were authorifed to uſe

tice had a mind to impeach them, it ſhould

manner of offices, or ſervitudes, under us, 
or our councils againft their will.

by theſe our letters, wherein may be ſcen our 
_ gracious favours in behalf of the efteemed gen- 
tlemen Anthony de Belver and Conrado Selim 
in their own names, and in the names of their 
company of noble merchants of the Auguft 
and Imperial City, and other towns of Ger- 
many ; wherein they ſignified to us their de- 
ſire of ſettling a houle of their company in this 
City of Litbon, i in order to negociate, trade, and 
merchandize in our kingdoms, it we approved 
of granting them ſome favours and liberties, 
which they requeſted of us, conformable to 
fuch as were given them in other countries ; 
and as we have underſtood their requeſt, and 
confidered how much honour and humanity

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is due to ſuch gentlemen, as well upon account 
of their perſons, as being worthy of all favour, 
as on account of their commodious trade, 
which according to our opinion will be ad- 
vantagious for our people; as alſo on account 
of their being imperial citizens of the Auguſt 
Emperor of the Romans, Maximilian our be- 
loved coufin. For which reaſons we conſent 
to their petition with very good will, granting 
them the liberties and priviledges they defire, 
the which have never been granted to any o- 
thers, or even to our own ſubjects, as in theſe 
letters will appear and be contained at large, 

VIZ. | : 
In the firſt place, we make over a freedom 
to the ſaid noble merchants, whereby they 
may freely negociate, trade, fell and buy, in 
all our kingdoms, and dominions, either by 
their own proper perſons, or by their factors, 
and ſervants. It is our will, and we command, 
that whenſoever their merchandize arrives in 
any ſhip or veſſel before, or in the port of, or 
near this city, at the time of unloading, be- 
fore any thing be unladen, our diſcharging of- 
ficers, ſhall firſt acquaint them of the time 
they intend to go on board; that if they 
pleaſe they come and bring boats with them, 
and therein fee their goods unloaden; but if 
they do not come or fend within three hours, 
3 little more or leſs, then the ſaid officers may 
unload, although the owners of the goods are 
on ſhore in the city. | 
It is our commands, that as ſoon as their 
goods are brought into the cuſtom-houſe; they 
thall immediately pay the decima and fiza ; 
except for woollen cloths, of which they ſhall

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pay the ſiza at the time of ſale, according to 
the preſent practice, and as it is contained in 
our articles, which fizas thall be paid to the 
officers of the tables, whereunto ſuch duties do 
belong, and they ſhall enter the fame in their 
books as paid, that all doubts about the pay- 
ment may de avoided for the future. Anil fo 
ſoon as they have paid the duties, and received 
the ſaid goods in their own poſſeſſion, they 
may carry them where they pleaſe, all over 
our kingdoms and dominions, without being 

"obliged to acquaint any body of their movi 
from place to place, or of the ſales they make 
of the faid goods, much leſs thall they be ob- 
liged to enter or take out a permit, from any 
ot our offices of inland duties, nor ſhall they 
incur any penalty, or be deemed as ſmugglers 
on account of their not entering the ſame, or 
taking out a permit, for moving their mer- 
chandize from place to place, according to 
the method ordained by our charters, articles, 
and laws : and this is to be underftood of ſuch 
goods and merchandize as have paid our du- 
ties, and have cleared, of which they thall have 
ccrtiticates from our officers, that by virtue of 
the ſame they may carry, and fell their mer- 
chandize all over our kingdoms, without pay- 
ing any thing more, and they ſhall be treat- 
ed in the fame manner as the Flumings, as is 
contained in their priviledges.

It is our will and pleature, that no officer, 
nor farmer of the duties, nor any other per- 
fon whatſoever, thall enter into their houſes, 
to ſearch, nor thall they in any wiſe oppreſ⸗ 
them, except by mandate of our Accomptant 
General: He firft having information from

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ſome unſuſpected perſon, or perſons, making 
it appear, that they have in their houtes tome 
counterband, or run goods, and when ſuch an 
occaſion thall offer of ſending to their houſe, 
it ſhall be done by one ſerivener of the cuſtom- 
houſe, and one of the farmers of the duties, if 
there be any, and without the faid ſcrivener

It is our will and pleaſure, that they ſhall

It is our will and pleaſure, and we com- 


mand, that none of our officers of juſtice pre- 


ſume to enter into their houſes, except the ſaid 
Corregidor, or ſuch as thall be ſent by him, 
and no other, under the penalty of twenty cru- 
zados forfeiture to their uſe ; except the of- 
ficers of juſtice are in purſuit of ſome male- 
factor detected in any flagrant crime; in ſuch

It is our will and pleaſure, that they thall 


carry arms not only themſelves, but alſo their 
domeſtick ſervants, and attendants, fo far as 


ſix of them in number, which arms they may

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ing of the evening-bell, as afterwards, with 
or without light, provided, however, that they 
do not uſe them otherwiſe, than they ought to 
do; and this, notwithſtanding our laws to the 
co_ : The which ſervants, however, ſhall 
not be Spaniards, for none of that nation ſhall 

enjoy this liberty. 2 
It is our will and pleaſure, and our order, 
that any perſon whatſoever, who will not ob- 
ferve, keep, and comply with theſe their privi- 
ledges, or doth any thing contradictory to 
them, ſuch perſon ſhall incur the penalty of 50 
cruzadoes, in which he ſhall be condemned for 
'the uſe of the hoſpital of All Saints in this city ; 
and by theſe preſents we command our Ac- 
comptant-General, that he knowing of any per- 
| fon who will not keep and comply with theſe 
priviledges, according as is therein contained 
and declared, ſhall immediately caufe execution 
to be made for levying the penalty on the ſaid 
perſon, which 1 immediately be delivered 
to our General-Receiver of the ſaid hoſpital, 
and Charged in the books, for every time they 
violate theſe priviledges, or do any thing con- 
trary thereunto; beſides which we command 
all other juſtices and officers of juſtice whom it

By the faid privilege which we have granted 
them, they may load their merchandize in any 
ſhips they pleaſe, as well Portugueſe as ſtran- 
gers, trading and lading from the iflands : and 
befides this we make them our natives ; and we 
are juſt now informed, that at the Caza do Vero 
Pezo, the officers put doubts and difficulties to 
them, when they loaded their goods in foreign 
ſhips, as our ſaid natives are wont to do; from 
whence it follows that it is of damage to them 
to be priviledg'd perſons, which was not our 
intention, but rather we intended to do them 
p all favour and honour. Therefore for the de- 
cClaration of which it is our will and pleaſure, 
that as well in this caſe, as in anv other what- 
ſoever which they have a mind to enjoy as 
ſtrangers, they may do it; becauſe we will not 
have it ſo that their priviledges ſhall leſſen any 
favour granted them as ftrangers, if it be p 
fible to avoid it.

and reſolutions of the Treaty of Peace lately 
concluded with the Lord Protector of England 
that they might tranſport and carry any fort of 
merchandize, which had paid the duties in any 
one port, to any other ports or places, without 
paying any more duties, or any manner of tri- 
bute, befides what is paid by the native Portu- 
gueze themſelves, for the goods that belong to 
them ; and that having once paid their duties 
in this city, they ſhall not pay again any fort 
of tribute in any other port; and that the Eng- 
lith ſhips which are freighted by Portugueſe, 
thall not pay more duties than is paid for the 
goods navigated in Portugueſe veſſels; as will 
appear by the tenth and eleventh articles of the 
treaty, the authentic tenor whereof was by 
them preſented. And whereas the faid articles 
were not duly obſerved, and complied with in 
the faid iſlands, but, on the contrary, the _

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liſh, were vexed and difturbed with doubts 
and moleftations, and that the natives of the 
Iſlands had unjuſtly extorted a great deal of 
money from them, fince the faid articles of 
peace were made and publiſh'd; whereas, in the 
obſervance thereof, due regard ought to have 
been had to the exemptions I granted to the 
Englith, becaufe the Royal Mandates ought 
always to be effective, and the tranſgreſſors of 
them punithed. 

Therefore, they requeſted of me, that I would 
pleaſe to favour them with my proviſional law, 
to oblige the Miniſters of the faid Iſlands, to 
whom the obſervance of what is contained in 
the ſaid articles doth belong, that they com- 
ply with the tame, and obſerve, and keep 
them, in the manner as is therein expreſſed; 
and, that they ſhould not conſent to the mo- 
leſtation of the petitioners, nor take from them 
more than they ought to pay, and that reſti- 
tution ſhould be made of what they had hi- 
therto been unjuſtly obliged, to pay. Confi- 
dering what they alledged, and the form of 
my orders, which had been given on ſuch like 
matters, they hoped I would grant their re- 
queſt, and with all humility they would thank- 
fully receive the favour. 

I, having ſeen and confidered the faid peti- 
tion, did thereupon ſend my decree, da- 
ted the firſt of June, of this preſent year, where- 
in it was written, that a proviſional law ſhould 
de prepared and paſſed by the council of my 
treaſury, in favour of the ſaid itioners, 


conformable to the articles of peace; and if 
it ſhould appear to the ſaid council, that there 
was any thing in the matter, neceflary to be

ON John, by the grace of God, &c. I make 
known to thee, auditor of the hundred of 
Crato, that I am informed by the conſultations 
of the junto of the three States, that the ſub- 
jects of ſeveral different nations diſpute the pay- 
ment of the taxon their ſtock, which they were 
charged with, under pretence that they are pri- 
vileged by the articles of peace which free them 
from paying the ſaid tax. I was pleaſed to re- 


ſolve on the 23th of April laſt, that the French, 


and the ſubjects of other nations, ought to pay 
the tax on ſtock, which was charged to them 


according to their trade, and that the ſubjects 


of the Catholic King, my good brother and 
coutin, and thoſe of England and Holland, 
ought to be exempted from this contribution ;

HEREAS the league and ſtrict friend- 
ſhip which is between the Moft Se- 
rene and Moſt Potent Princeſs Aux 
Queen of Great-Britain, and the Moft Potent 
PETER, King of Portugal, requires that the 
commerce of both the Britiſh and P 
nations ſhould be promoted as much as 
and Her Sacred Royal Majefty of Great-Bri- 
tain hath fignified toHis Sacred Royal 2 

of Portugal, by the moſt excellent John 
thuen, Eiq; member 2 Englith W 
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and Ambaſſador Extraordinary in Portugal, 
that it would be very acceptable to Her, if the 
woullen cloths, and the reſt of the woollen ma- 
nufactures of Britain might be admitted into 
Portugal, the prohibition of them being taken 
off: Lhat this matter might be treated and 
tranſacted, they have given their full power and 
commands; that is to ſay, Her Sacred Majeſty

I make known to whom this my law 
may come, that as the mines of diamonds which 
are found in my dominions, do belong to me 
in the fame manner, and by the ſame title, as 
all the mines of metals, I have therefore a right 
to make ſuch reſerves of them as I may think 
proper ; and as, by the cuftom of thoſe domi- 
nions in which diamonds are found, ſuch as are 
of a ſpecial greatneſs are reſerved for the SOVE- 
reign, Therefore it is my will and pleature, that 
even in the countries in which, by my

A RTICLE XII. 


JN order that the ſubjects of the King of 
Great-Britain may enjoy greater advantages 

in trade and commerce 1n all the dominions of 
the King of Portugal, it was agreed ; That if 
the merchants and factors (befides the privi- 
ledges which were granted to them by the firſt 
treaties) aſk, in virtue of this, to reſide 1 in all 


places 
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places where they have a mind eſpecially, they 
may inhabit and enjoy the fame priviledges 
and immunitie*, as far as relates to trade, as the 
native Portugueſe, in the cities and places of 
Cochim and Dio, provided that the ſubjects of 
the King of Great-Britain, that are to refide in 
the above places do not exceed the number of 
four families in each of them. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Tux ſame priviledges, liberties and immuni- 
ties, ſhall be enjoyed by the ſubjects of the 
King of Great-Britain, in the place of Bahia de 
todos os Santos, Pernambuco, and Rio de Ja- 
neiro, and in all other the dominions of the 
King of Portugal in the Eaft Indies. 
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
